„J am highly pleased that the 
slum clearance proposal has re- 
ceived such wide and enthusiastic 
approval,” the Mayor said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “The re- 
ception accorded to it augurs well 
for its eventual success. 

“The elimination of slums and 
sub-standard housing tas long 
been a matter of grave concern 
to the city administration, The 
bond issue plan promises to be 
at least a ial answer to this 
old problem.“ 

When the recent statement of 


James L. Ford Jr., first chairman 


of the Anti-Slum Commission, that 
the Mayor was the originator of 
the bond issue plan, was men- 
tioned, he commented: 

“The author of the plan is not 
important. , What is important is 
a workable plan and then action. 

“The community owes a debt of 
gratitude to Mr. Head, who has 
given so unstintingly of his time 
and talent in the slum-clearance 
cause, as well as many other civic 
undertakings. 

“This plan impresses me as 
holding the greatest promise for 


‘the eradication of the slums 


which have constituted a chal: 
lenge of the first order to the 
people of St. Louis. It is admir- 
ably adaptable to the various 
housing programs contemplated by 
the Federal Government and pri- 
vate investors alike.

PALESTINE. ARAB 
THREATEN WAR ON 
UN. FORGE F 
ENTERS HOLY LAND 


Higher Committee Tells 


Act of Aggression and 
Invasion.’ 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. V., Feb. 6 


(AP)—The Arab Higher Commit- 
tee told the United Nations today 
that Palestine Arabs will fight 


any international military force 
sent to the Holy Land. 


The committee, in a memoran- 
dum to Secretary General Trygve 
Lie, declared efforts of the U.N. 


to partition Palestine would be 
considered as “an act of aggres- 
sion and invasion.” 
Memorandum’s Points. 
The memorandum said: 

1, The Arabs of Palestine will 
never recognize the validity of 
the partition plan or any author- 
ity of the UN, to enforce it. 


2. The Arabs of Palestine con- 
sider that any attempt by the 
Jews “or any power or group of 
powers to establish a Jewish 
state in Arab territory is an act 
of aggression which will be re- 
sisted in self-defense by force,” 


3. It will “be unwise and fruit- 
less to ask any commission to 
proceed to Palestine because not 
a single Arab will co-operate 
with the said commission.” 


4. The United Nations “should 
not be misled to believe that its 
efforts in the partition plan will 
meet with any success.” 

The memorandum charged the 
United States with exerting politi- 
cal pressure to force several small 
countries to support the partition 
plan approved by the 1947 U.N. 
Assembly. 


Ukranian Accusation. 

The Soviet Ukraine, meanwhile, 
accused Britain of obstructing 
partition, 

Vassily A. Tarasenko, Ukrainian 
delegate on the Security Council, 
charged that the position taken by 
the British was contrary to the 
United Nations Assembly’s deci- 
sion to split the Holy Land into 
Jewish and Arab nations. 

In his first formal interview 
with an American reporter since 
taking a seat on the council Jan. 
1, Tarasenko said: 

“The position taken by Great 
Britain on the Palestinian queg- 
tion is contrary to the resolution 
of the General Assembly, since 
such a position not only does not 
assist in carrying out this resolu- 
tion, but is putting the drag on it.” 

The British have declined to 
permit the U.N.’s five-nation Pal- 
estine Commission to enter the 
Holy Land until two weeks before 
the tentative British withdrawal 
date of May 15. 

The commission has a deadline 
of April 1 for establishment of 
provisional councils of government 
for the new Jewish and .Arab 
states proposed. 

The British also refused to 
comply with a General Assemb! 
recommendation that a major Pal- 
estine port be opened by Feb. 1 
for Jewish immigration. 

Meanwhile, an official British 
report that trained Arabs have in- 
vaded Palestine strengthened a 
U.N, drive to create an interna- 
tional army for the Holy Land. 

The U.N. Palestine Commission 
decided to use the British state- 
ment to back up its conviction 
that only an international force 
can enforce the planned partition. 

Britain told the commission that 
Arabs invaded Palestine on four

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP) — 
A Senate-House cbmmittee today 
formally recommended that $2,- 
500,000,000 be cut from proposed 
Government spending in the fiscal 


year starting July 1. 


The 102-member committee is 
composed of members of the Sen- 
ate and House Tax and Appropria- 
tion committees. The vote was 44 
to 16, with Democrats furnishing 


the opposition. Many committee 
members were absent. 

The recommendations it ap- 
proved were drafted by a subcom- 
mittee and are subject to Senate 
and House approval. Even then 
they are not binding but consti- 
tute merely a fiscal goal for Con- 
gress to shoot at. ; 

The committee estimated re- 
ceipts at $47,300,000,000, compared 


with Truman's figure of $44,500,- | $35,000 


000,000 and estimated expenditures 
at $37,200,000,000, while the Presi- 
dent had put spending at $39,700,- 
000,000. This would leave a sur- 
plus of $10,100,000,000, according to 
the committee, whereas the Pres- 
dent had figured the surplus as 
$4,800,000,000. The committee put 
new appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1943 at $30,900,000,000, com- 
pared to the President’s estimate 
of $32,900,000,000. The committee 
said new appropriations for the 
1948 fiscal year would total 37, 
900,000,000, while ‘Truman had put 
the figure at $8,700,000,000. 

The committee, composed of Re- 
publicans and Democrats with the 
Republicans in control, recom- 
mended a minimum payment of 
$2,600,000,000 on the national debt 
next year. a 8 

It said its recommendations were 
based on these considerations: 

1. The spending program pro- 
posed by the President “contem- 
plates little or no reduction in 
the number of federal employes.” 

2. The President recommends 
$5,735,000,000 in new spending for 
which there is no congressional 
authorization. 

3. The nation “is in ve dan- 
1 of runaway inflation which, 
f historical precedents are any 
guide, might, if unchecked, re- 
sult in serious economic upheav- 
als.” Since Government spend- 
ing, national and local, is “the 
single greatest inflationary force 
in our country, these expedi- 
tures should be curtailed wher- 
ever possible.” 

4. Large-scale expansion of 
public works projects should be 
limited to projects “deemed ur- 
gently necessary to the public 
interest.“ 

5. The taxpayers “should be 
relieved somewhat of the burden 
of wartime taxation.” 

6. “Discretion cautions us to 
conserve our financial re- 
sources,” In view of heavy con- 
templated expenditures for for- 
eign aid and national defense,

NEW NAVY ORDERS 


McDonnell Corp. to In- 
crease Rolls 75 Pct, by 
Spring to Deliver Jet 
Fighters. 


McDonnell Aircraft Corp. will 
increase its employment rolls by 
about 75 per cent by next spring 
as the result of new Navy orders 
for its F2H-1 “Banshee,” carrier- 
based jet fighter plane, it was an- 
nounced today by James 8. Mo- 
Donnell Jr., president. 

At present the firm, which oc- 
cupies the old Curtiss-Wright 
plant at Lambert-St. Louis Field, 


employs 3465 persons. This will 
be increased, starting immediate- 
ly, by about 2600, 

New orders for Banshees and 
the fabrication of spare parts and 
ground handling equipment have 
increased the company's backlog 
of orders to more than $40,000,000, 
McDonnell said. On last June 30, 
when the company’s annual re- 
port was made, a backlog of about 
000 was listed. This in- 
cluded orders for a number of thé 
company’s FH-1 “Phantom” fight- 
ers, which now have been deliv- 
ered, 

Above Wartime Peak. 


McDonnell said the additional 
2600 employes will increase the 
personnel of the company to more 
than the peak employed during 
the war, when plants were oper- 
ated here and at Memphis, Tenn. 
The peak payroll then was 
reached in 1943, when 5188 were 
employed. 

Of those to be added now, the 
first needed will be 100 experi- 
mental mechanics and 100 tooling 
personnel, within the next 30 days. 
Office personnel will de increased 
by about 300 during the year. 
These include stenographers, cler- 
ical workers, accountants, time- 
keepers-and others. 

By the end of 1948, McDonnell 
said, 2200 factory workers will 
have been added, among them 
sheet metal workers, sheet metal 
assemblers and riveters, final as- 
semblers, machinists, inspectors, 
planners, maintenance men and 
storekee pers. 

Employment of skilled person- 
nel with several years of experi- 
ence in the airframe industry will 
begin immediately, McDonnell 
said, with hiring of persons with 
lesser skills scheduled to start in 
several weeks. The personnel and 
employment office has added Sat- 
urday mornings to its regular 
schedule to take care of appli- 
cants. 

McDonnell said the company’s 
strategic inland location was be- 
Heved to be a contributing factor 
in the volume of orders received 
from the armed forces since the 
end of the war. 

In addition to the Banshee, the 
firm has been doing experimental 
work on a parasite fighter plane 
to be launched from a bomber; 
twinerotor helicopter; ram jet 
helicopter and ram jet engines. It 
also is doing work on guided mis- 
sles and pulse jet engines.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6—After a 

year and a half in the various 
satellite states of Russia’s Europe, 
this writer can testify that the 
mass Jewish exodus from the 
Balkang is no sinister plot engi- 
neered by the Kremlin to spirit 
Communists into Palestine. 

On the contrary, it is the result 
of an irresistible urge among hun- 
dreds of thousands o: survivofs of 
Hitlerite extermination to get 
away from Soviet-“liberated” 
countries where they have no tol- 
erable present and no secure 
future, 

These self-made “displaced per- 
sons” head for Palestine because 
the door to the Holy Land is 
slightly ajar. They are also pack- 
ing the DP camps of Austria and 
Germany. They will go anywhere 
else—the United States, Latin 
America, Australia—that will offer 
them a safe refuge. 

The recent British allegations 
that Palestine-bound emigrants 
are cloak-and-dagger Communist 
agents are absurd. 

Latest Exodus From Romania, 

The latest major Jewish exodus 
from Romania began last sum- 
mer. Drouth, combined with 
‘enormous requisition of food 
the occupying Red Army, brought 
famine to large areas of Ro- 
mania, once the breadbasket of 
the Balkans, and drove thousands 
of Jews across Hungary into 
Austria in search of food. Com- 
munist “stabilization” this fall re 
duced the value of Romanian 
money by no less than 20,000 
times. The last paltry Jewish gav- 
ings were wiped out. 

In addition, a renewed offensive 
to badger private enterprises into 
quitting ended by ruining the few 
remaining Jewish merchants, Most 
were willing to yield their busi- 
nesses to the Government in ev- 
change for a passport and exit 
visa. 

In the meantime, the Commu- 
nists campaigned intensively to se- 
sure the Romanian Jewish com- 
munity’s allegiance to the regime, 
Dr. William Fildermann, who had 
saved many Jews during the war 
by defying the Nazis, was arrosted 
by the ommunists, persecuted 
— vilified to force him to bring 

— 
the fold. 

The net result was to make, not 
more Jewish Communists, but 
more Jewish petitioners for exit 
visas, 

A certain Major Levy, whom I 
knew in his ostensible position as 
chief Soviet censor, was assigned 
by the Red Army to supervise the 
“conversion” of Jews to Commu- 
nism. His efforts were so un- 
successful that at one time he was 
actually relieved of his post and 
recalled to the Soviet Union.

The so-called “para-military” 
camps in Romania which London 
sources now describe as Red- 
supported training centers for 
Communist agents to Palestine 
were really Hachsharoth“, where 
youthful applicants for emigration, 
supported exclusively by Zionist 
and western funds, lived and 
awaited departure for Palestine.

Walter W. Head, chairman of the 
St. Louis Anti-Slum Commission, 
was indorsed in principle last 
night by the board of directors of 
the Chouteau-Lindell Improvement 
Association, one of the larger 
neighborhood improvement groups 
in the city. 

Mrs. Pearl Studt, president of 
the association, said the board de- 
cided that details of the plan 
should be considered by the mem- 
bership at large before formal ap- 
proval of * am, | was an- 
nounced, It ‘will de brought be- 
fore the next general meeting, to 
be held on Feb, 16, 

“The plan appears to me to be 
a good idea, even though the city 
is short of money right now,” Mrs. 
Studt said. “The city will have 
to do something to get rid of its 
slums and blighted areas. In the 
district covered by our association 
we have mostly single and two- 
family dwellings, but we are plan- 
ning a general cleanup and im- 
provement week as a matter of 
good civic housekeeping.” 


Second Such Group to Act. 

The association, which covers a 
district bounded by Grand boule- 
vard, Natural Bridge avenue, 
North Market and Sarah streets, 
was the second neighborhood im- 
provement group to approve the 
working principle of Head's pro- 
posal, A meeting of the Boulevard 
Heights Improvement Association 
on Wednesday night favored the 
idea, although reserving a formal 
vote pending a study of some of 
the problems connected with slum 
clearance, 


sociations group, the Council of 
South St. Louis Business and 
Improvement Associations, is to 
take up the subject at its next 
meeting Feb, 18, its president, 
George Kristof, announced.

Youthful indifference 
to the deadliness of firearms or 
inexperience in handling them re- 
sulted in accidents caused by ac- 
tivities such as twirling a pistol

He cited as an example the iso- 
lation and synthesis of vitamin K. 
the achievement for which he re- 
ceived the Nobel prize. In 1929, 
Dr. Henrik Dam, Copenhagen, co- 
recipient with Dr. Doisy of the 
1943 Nobel prize for medicine, dis- 
covered that chicks raised on a 
restricted diet developed fatal 
hemorrhages, By gradually add- 
ing various foods to their diet, Dr. 
Dam found that it was possible to 
prevent the disease by feeding the 
chicks spinach, 

Obviously, there was a substance 
in spinach which had something 
to do with coagulating blood, Dr. 
Dam, who knew no more about it 
than that, labeled the unknown 
substance Koagulations factor, 
providing the K part of vitamin 
K's name, Other workers subse- 
quently found that the substance 
was present in putrefied fish meal, 
in alfalfa and in a number of 
leafy vegetables. 

Dr. Doisy decided to tackle the 
problem in 1936. Nothing at all 
was known of the nature of vita- 
min K—unlike finding the prover- 
bial needle in a hay stack, Dr. 
Doisy and his associates had no 
description of the thing they were 
looking for, and it was lost in 
alfalfa, not hay. They knew what 
vitamin K did, To find it they 


method had to be tried, 

Finally, after many tong of al- 
falfa and 30,000 chicks had been 
used in the research, the vitamin 
was isolated in two forms—one 
form from alfalfa, the other from 
putrefied fish meal. In 1839, the 
Doisy group and researchers else- 
where, synthesized the vitamin in 
rapid succession. The duplication 
of effort was not wasted, since it 
provided the check of the accu- 
racy of each other’s research 
which scientists demand?

In a manner which 
still ig not known, vitamin K pro- 
motes the production in the liver 
of prothrombin, a substance 
which is essential for blood-clot- 
ting. Bacteria in the intestines 
play an integral role in the pro- 
cess, and the vitamin can be ab- 
sorbed by the body only in the 
presence of bile. 


One of its most important uses 
is as a protection against fatal 
hemorrhages in newly-born ba- 
bies. Between the secund and fifth 
days after birth, some babies have 
an insufficient supply of pro- 
thrombin, possibly because they 
do not have enough bacteria in 
their intestines, and may bleed to 
death in the event of an injury 
unless vitamin K is administered, 
either immediately before or im- 
mediately after birth. Conse- 
quently, the vitamin is now given 
as a matter of routine to all ba- 
bies in many hospitals, 

The synthetic vitamin, developed 
by the Doisy group in water- 
soluble form, also has been ex- 
tremely useful in the treatment of 
certain diseases caused by ob- 
struction of the common bile duct.

HAT Hardy pre-election peren-

It has two aims: To intimidate 
the White House so no serious ef- 
fort to pass such legislation will 
be made and to influence the se- 
lection of Democratic national 
candidates, this year the Vice 
President.

Meanwhile, they are working on 
the Democrats in the time- 
honored, headline-reaping fashion.

Million-Dollar Gamble 


Proponents of a world’s fair for St. Louis 
in 1953 have now got down to the money- 
raising stage, They want 1000 citizens or or- 
ganizations to pledge $1000 each, to produce 
a fund of $1,000,000. Contributors will be asked 
to put up $200. apiece during 1948, the 
$200,000 thus obtained to be used to explore 
the perplexing problems involved, and to decide 
whether to go ahead or to abandon the idea. 

Méantime, the fair idea has received a series 
of jolts from within the city itself. Two mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment—Messrs. Nolte and Albanese—have an- 
nounced their opposition. The attitude of Mayor 
Kaufmann, the third member, has been cagey 
and equivocal. No financial help from St. Louis, 


either by bond issue or direct appropriation, is ; 


possible unless the estimate hoard approves. 


Strong opposition has been expressed to the 
use of Forest Park, the most frequently men- 
tioned site. Director of Public Welfare Caulfield 
is bitterly opposed. Opposed, also, are 21 out 
of 28 Aldermen, who are in position to forbid 
the Forest Park location. The directors and 
managers of the many hospitals in the area are 
worried, A petition is going to be circulated 
throughout the city to keep a fair out of Forest 
Park. : 

It is made to appear that the city’s leading 
citizens are almost unanimously for the fair. 
That definitely is not true. A great many of 
them, even including some who have accepted 
committee posts, range from lukewarm to ice- 
cold against it. There is a natural reluctance, 
of course, to oppose openly something that is 
supposed to be good for the city. But common 
sense must in the end prevail. Mayor Kaufmann 
says he is for the fair if the citizens want it. 
He has only to inquire to find that there is a 
vast sentiment against it. 

* * 9 

In a level-headed analysis of the fair pro- 
posal, made last summer, the Chamber of Com- 
merce weighed the favorable and adverse fac- 
tors. Assuming the fair to be a success, the 
favorable factors, of course, are the stimulus to 
various kinds of business, the impetus to civic 
spirit, world-wide advertisement of St. Louis 
and permanent improvements. There is no doubt 
that the 1904 fair did a great deal for the city. 
It is argued that a 1953 fair could do as much. 

This, however, is a far different world from 
that at the turn of the century. In flatly re- 
jecting a 1953 world’s fair for Chicago, Mayor 
Kennelly took the view of that city’s Association 
of Commerce, which was: “It would be hard to 
think of a time when the psychology of the 
world could be worse for considering a world’s 
fair. The world is too upset in trying to re- 
organize itself to feel enthusiastic about spend- 
ing its energy and thought on exhibitions.” 

— . — 


Would St. Louis, in its present shabby, slum - 
ridden state, be willing to invite the world’s in- 
spection? Stratford Morton, chief. fair pro- 
ponent, says no. We quote: “Few people would 
want to see St. Louis play host to the people 
of the world in its pastwar, bombed-out condi- 
tion. Seldom has St. Louis presented a less 
favorable aspect than it does today. I, for one, 
would be ashamed to hold a world’s fair in the 
St. Louis of today, 1948, if such a fair were 
possible.” 7 : . 

Mr. Morton, however, is proceeding on the 
assumption that under the “emotional lift” of 
a world's fair movement, St. Louls slums will 
disappear between now and 1953. As it happens, 
a new effort is. now being made to tackle the 
slum problem, but before it can be successful 
many difficult legal, legislative, financing and 
other obstacles must be surmounted. Here is 
energy 
of the community — to get rid of its 33,000 
privies and to wipe out slum sections that have 
been likened to the worst in Poland and China. 
Under the rosiest circumstances, it would be a 
brave man who would predict that St. Louis 
slums could be eradicated by 1953. Yet that 
should be a condition precedent to a world’s 
fair.

Related to the slum problem, of course, is the 
question of general housing. Where would the 
city house the 39,000,000 people expected to 
attend the fair? There are no plans for new 
hetels and, indeed, before construction ma- 
terials are spent on new hotels, the desperate 
housing needs of the people at home should be 
satisfied. Meantime, building materials are 
scarce and high-priced and construction, wages 
are correspondingly high. It is predicted that 
all this will change before 1953, but these pre- 
dictions may be wishful thinking or crystal-ball 
gazing. : 

Foreign exhibits are one of the chief attrac- 


tions of a world’s fair. Can or will the impov- 


erished nations of the world finance exhibits 
in St. Louis? Congress now is planning to ap- 
propriate billions of dollars to keep Western 
Europe from chaos and starvation. And is there 
any assurance even that the industries of 
America, enjoying a sellers’ market that may 
last for some years, would be willing to spend 
huge sums for exhibits to attract customers 
whose orders cannot be filled? 5

These are some of the questions raised by the 
Chamber of Commerce last summer. They have 
not been answered. Some of them are incapable 
of being answered, which means that to embark 
on a world’s fair would be anything from a 
dubious risk to a very reckless gamble. With

ment, they are throwing dice.

Doom of Another Patriot? 

Another friend of democracy is being made 
to walk the plank in Bulgaria. This time it is 
Dimiter Gichev, former leader of the Agrarian 
party, who was a deputy of the late Nikola 
Petkov. Gichev is under indictment and the 
prosecutor is asking the death penalty. The 
charge against him is the same one brought 
against Petkov, that he is friendly with the 
Americans and British and, therefore, is dis- 
loyal to Bulgaria’s Communist-dominated gov- 
ernment. 

The performance of our Department of State 
was pretty sad in connection with the trial and 
murder of*Petkov. We made some protests but 
they were ineffectual and in any case came too 
late.

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To Give the Governor Pause 

Is Gov, Donnelly going to take satisfaction 
in the resignation of Louis J. Sharp from the 
directorship of Missouri's training schools for 
delinquent youths? If he does, he will be just 
about the only person in the state so to react. 
Those who know Mr. Sharp’s training and ex- 
perience and the work he has done in his short 
time in the state service will regret very much 
that he is leaving. 

Gov. Donnelly fired the board which ap- 
pointed Mr. Sharp. Thus, it was evident from 
the executive’s first intemperate move that the 
director himself would be going sooner or later. 
Mr. Sharp was repudiated along with the six 
citizens of Missouri who selectéd him. He could 
not have stayed, except temporarily in the 
emergency, without compromising himself pro- 
fessjonally. 

Like John C. Tindall, who was discharged by 
the Governor from the post of superintendent 
of the Boonville school, Mr. . came to 


Missouri highly recommended from the federal 


service. He was in probation work for the United, 


States courts in Washington. He had made an 


excellent impression on those who came in con- 


tact with him and the prospect was that our 
training schools were going to improve greatly 
under his administration. We daresay Mr. 
Sharp will have no trouble in obtaining a place 
somewhere else. The circumstances of his de-. 
parture from Missouri are an indorsement, not 
a black eye. , 

Mr. Sharp showed his mettle when he ad- 
dressed his resignation to “the people of Mis- 
souri,” with a carbon copy to Gov. Donnelly. 
He has said time and again that popular under- 
standing and support were needed for a con- 


structive program. As recently as last Decem- 


ber he told the Missouri Welfare League in St. 
Louis in detail how he would improve the 
schools, As he leaves his post, he knows that the 
bill which has just passed the State Senate 


embodies recommendations made by him and. 


the ousted board. He knows that in time their 
other recommendations will be taken up and 
acted on. 


Gov. Donnelly is now the whole works at . 


Boonville. He has ousted the board. He has dis- 
charged the superintendent. He has caused the 
resignation of the director of the three training 
schools. Yet notwithstanding his police control, 
with arms and regular patrols, three attempts 
at murder took place on one day among the 
boys, and two boys temporarily disappeared.

Voice of America broadcasts and other foreign 
information service work should spend $55,000,- 
000 in the next 17 months, Representative Mundt 
believes.

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Intimidation in Tokyo? 

Gen. MacArthur again is having trouble with 
the correspondents who cover his headquarters 
and use Tokyo as their base while reporting the 
news of other Far Eastern countries. Regula- 
tions restricting their movements have been 
tightened, it is charged, as the result of the 
General’s sensitiveness to adverse comment on 
the conduct of the Japanese occupation. 

For his part, Gen. MacArthur assefts that 
he “loves criticism.” But he refuses to explain 
why, for example, he did not allow .Compton 
Pakenham, chief of Newsweek's Tokyo bureau, 
to return to hig post after a visit to the United 
States. Only wéak explanations have been of- 
fered as to why correspondents are forced to 
give up their Tokyo homes if they leave Japan 
for more than 30 days in every six months, or 
why they are hedged about with regulations 


‘which, according to one writer, “make our job 


harder and mean we are working under a con- 
stant threat of expulsion.” 

It is true, of course, that correspondents are 
granted certain privileges which the General's 
command is not absolutely bound to extend. 
They are permitted to rent houses for about 
$100 a month when they might have to pay 
more if they dealt directly with Japanese land- 
lords. They also have the privilege of eating in 
Army restaurants and buying in Army stores 
on the same terms as American military and 
civilian personnel. 

Such courtesies are appreciated as matters of 
convenience, but they certainly are not obliga- 
tions requiring a newsman to speak only well 
of the military. With the exception of genuine 
matters of security, nothing can override the 


duty to report the news factually. Nor can there 


be any interference with an American’s right 
to comment on the news as he sees fit. 
California’s Senator Knowland already has de- 
manded an investigation of the latest complaints 
against MacArthur’s headquarters. One hopes 
that a satisfying. explanation will emerge from 
the General’s silence. It would be most discour- 
aging to find that this man, who has been 
preaching democracy to the Japanese, has 
stooped to petty persecution in an effort to 
silence those who do not write just as he wants 


them to write.

Tailspin of. Airplane Industry 


e Mirror 
of 2 
Public Opinion 


The aircraft industry which did so much to win the war now is very 
sick, article explains; orders are few, losses are mounting and can 
no longer be mitigated by tax carrybacks; experimental costs alone 
prevent return to prewar status; national interest deeply involved. 


From Fortune 


The great aircraft industry of the United 
States, without whose herculean efforts the 
war would most certainly have been lost, is 
now a patient in a hospital ward, its great 
muscles shrunk to shreds and a waxen 
pallor on its cheeks. A good many physi- 
cians are in attendance, 


Meanwhile the patient is muttering some 
strange things, and sweating with the fear 
of death. He will not die, of course, but 
when and how he will rejoin the society 
of the healthy and serene only a bold spe- 
cialist in industrial medicine would predict. 


The trouble with the aircraft industry is, 
in one sense, simple to state: it has lost all 
its customers, or almost all. Lacking these 
essentials to a well-managed business, it 
suffered heavy operating losses in 1946 and 
1947. It has seen its working capital and 
net worth enter periods of decline and the 
value of its shares on the stock market go 
down and down. 

If anyone were to try to infer the state 
of the world by using the United States cir- 
craft-industry figures as his only data, he 
would come to the conclusions that this 
country (a) thought the world deeply at 
peace; (b) was suffering a dire business 
depression. He would, in short, misjudge 


history by 40 years, and think he had just ~ 


seen the end of 1907, not 1947. : 


A Few Do the Job 


In 1934 the aircraft industry produced, 
1615 airplanes (CAA figure). One decade 
later, when its wartime flood of production 
reached the 1944 peak, it produced over 96,- 
000. Even more significant than this sixty- 
fold increase in numbers was the five-hun- 
dredfold Increase in weight—without mo- 
tors or equipment —- which went from around 
2,000,000 pounds in 1934 to nearly one bil- 
lion in 1944. 

In the course of this prodigious rise, the 
money value of the aircraft industry's out- 
put, in 1934 no larger than the chewing- 
gum business, rose until it exceeded by 
three billion dollars its nearest competitor 
in war materials, which was shipbuilding. 
Yet money value was insignificant as a 
measure of the industry's achievement, for 
it did its work with all of History looking 
on, and in the knowledge that, if it failed, 
the democratic United States of America 
was a lost cause. 

Three-fourths of that 1944 record was to 
the credit of the 15 companies that were 
the military and transport plane industry 
before the war. This is the industry that 


now, two and one half years after the war's 


end, is semiprostrate. It is today produc- 
ing at a rate that is less than 3 per cent 
of its wartime peak, but with plants, labor 
forces and capital structures all still in- 
flated by the effects of war. . 
The figures for the aircraft industry 
changed from black to red within a year 
of the war's ending. In 1946 those compa- 
nies that lost money on operations lost $93,- 


000,000. The industry thus had a consoll- 
dated loss of $80,000,000 before the relief 
afforded by the carryback provisions of 
the wartime corporate income-tax laws— 
and even with tax credits it had to dip into 
reserves for some $32,000,000 before it could 
shell out that sum in dividends to its 
alarmed stockholders. , 
For 1947 it is probable that the industry 
will face losses of another $60,000,000 to 
$75,000,000, stanched by tax credits of some 
000,000. As things now stand, the in- 
dustry has seen its working capital dimin- 
jsh by $100,000,000, or about 15 per cent of 
what it possessed at the end of 1945. Its 
operating costs are now about double the 
prewar levels, and as the airplane becomes 
a technologically more and more complex 
mechanism, the costs of experiment, devel- 
opment and tooling have risen and risen 
until they are now perhaps tenfold what 
they were when World War II began. 


Live on the Fat? 


And as the industry enters 1948 its gloom 
does not lighten, for even if there are to 
be better figures on the income side of 
its books, there will be no more tax carry- 
backs. 

A skeptic’s immediate question might be: 
Didn't the aircraft industry make so much 
money during the war that it can live on 
its fat for a decade? The industry did in- 
deed make plenty of money during the war 
but little of it went into fat that can now 
be stripped off; the major part went into 
the bone and sinew of organic growth.

I 
should say that it was a long sight 
easier to defy the United Nations 
than td defy the British, or, for 
that matter, the State of Pana- 
ma. These are sovereign reali- 
ties, with genuine powers, while 
the U.N. is a mere phrase. Any- 
one can defy the U.N. You or I 
could stand up in Times Square 
tomorrow and demand its disso- 
lution and abolition, and be per- 
fectly safe. 

Don’t ask me what to do. I 
don't know. I’m like the British 
in that. But the people who start- 
ed this presumably must have 
known how to finish it. They have 
precious little time.

In reality, any common economic 
and financial plan between these 
nations unavoidably must contain 
many socialistic elements. Their

In Britain or France many of 
their bigger industries have been 
nationalized (Socialism), but other 
industries which will get, similar 
help are privately owned.

END OF MATRIMONY 


Archbishop Says Law Lords’ 
Ruling Does Not Change 
Church’s Stand. 


LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP) — The 
Archbishop of Canterbury says 
parenthood is a chief end of mar- 
riage regardless of a legal ruling 
to the contrary, 


In the House of Lords on Dec. 


17 the five Law Lords held that a 
marriage may be legally consum- 
mated even though contraceptives 
are used. 

The Archbishop declared last 
night that the insistence of the 
Church of England upon the obli- 
gation of parenthood as a chief 
end of matrimony remains un- 
touched. He said: 

“It is the Christian duty of man 
and wife, unless prevented by 
physical causes, to have children; 
and either partner by seeking to 
prevent this against the will of 
the other is guilty of grave sin in 
defrauding the other and disre- 
garding mutual marital obliga- 
tions,” 

He conceded that the legal rul- 
ing might. have a beneficial effect 
in preventing trial marriages 
which could be voided by collusion 
of both parties. 

“The church is relieved in that 
the judgment of the House of 
Lord limits the range of willful 
refusal and of decrees of nullity 
on that ground to cases in which 
marital intercourse is altogether 
refused,” the Archbishop said. 
England's revised divorce code of 
1937 provides for annulment upon 
willful refusal to consummate 
marriage. 


CHANGES IN PARKING

Aldermen Get Bills Affecting 
Sixth, Pine, Chestnut 
and Lawton. 


Bills to change parking ordi-

A third bill would 
prohibit parking from 7 a.m. to 
9:30 a. m. and from 4 p.m, to 7 p.m. 
on both sides of Lawton. This 
bill would permit parking on both 
sides at all other times. 

At present parking is forbidden 
on the north side of Lawton at 
all times but permitted on the 
south side except between 3 p.m. 
and 7 p.m. 

A fourth bill would permit park- 
ing on both sides of Pine between 
Jefferson avenue and Grand bou- 
levard at all times. Parking on 
both sides is permitted on Pine 
now except between 3 p.m. and 7 


m. 

Also introduced was a bill previ- 
ously approved by the Board of 
Public Service to appropriate $2,- 
200,000 from bond issue funds for 
grading and drainage work at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and to 
authorize the Board of Public 
Service to ask for bids and let 
contracts for the work, The alder-

MARSHALL PLAN 
FACING CRITICAL 
TESTONGHINAAID 


Program Calling for 8810, 
000,000 Expected to : 


Draw Fire of Advocates 


for Greater Help. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Marshall’s 
peace financing plan appears like- 
ly to meet a critical test in Con- 
gress over his aid for China pro- 


gram. 

Officials have disclosed that 
this program calls for $510,000,000 
of American assistance to the Chi- 
nese Government in the 15 months 
beginning April 1. 

While the sum is considerably 
larger than the $300,000,000 Mar- 
shall previously suggested inform- 
ally, it is expected to encounter 
criticism, both in and out of Con- 
gress, from advocates of much 
greater help. 

Another aspect which may draw 
critical fire is the reported lack 
of any provision for military as- 
sistance for the Chinese National- 
ist forces battling Chinese Com- 
munists over a large area. 

The China program may go to 
Congress within a week or ao, 
while Congressmen still are study- 
ing details of the Marshall plan 
for European recovery. 

Basis of Marshall Strategy. 

However, the relationship be- 
tween the size of the Chinese pro- 
gram and the $6,800,000,000 Euro- 
pean program is described by au- 
thorities as reflecting the basic 
strategy which Marshal) is apply- 
ing to the problem of world re- 
covery, 

The main assumption of this 
strategy is that the United States 
simply cannot help all countries to 
the full limit of their needs. The 
problem therefore, is one of ge- 
lecting the most critical areas and 
giving them the most help. 

Marshall's strategy is known to 
be based on the conviction that a 
high degree of recovery in Europe 
is essential to both (A) recovery 
in other areas of the world and 
(B) stopping the spread of Com- 
munism and holding the line 
against Soviet expansionist aims. 

Middle Eastern Policy, 

Another part of the total strate- 
gy is the Middle Eastern policy of 
providing military aid in the form 
of equipment and advice to Greece 
and Turkey as well as economic 
help to Greece, . 

It now seems certain that in ad- 
dition to the further economic as- 
sistance which Greece is sched- 
uled to receive under the Marshall 
plan, some special program to con- 
tinue the military aid will be rec- 
ommended to Congress. by the 
State Department.

The 
thing that impresses me more and more with 
each chapter is to wonder what has happened 
to the moral stature of the American people, 
that greatness is so rarely seen in public life 
today.

From the combination of John’s 
acreenplay and direction and the remarkably 
fine acting of Humphrey Bogart and Walter 
Huston, has come a great motion picture, 
certainly to be rated without qualification as 
one of the best of this year. 

The story is essentially a simple one. It 
relates the adventures of two Americans stranded on the beach 
at Tampico, Mexico, who go gold-hunting in the Sierra Madre 
mountains with a garrulous old prospector, their hardships, 
their finding gold, the mounting greed, suspicion and fear of 
losing their treasure that erupts like a cancer among them, 
the move of an outsider to muscle in on their find, attacks 
by bandits, the attempt of one of the trio, Dobbs, to murder 
his friend Curtin and steal the share of the third, the murder 
of Dobbs by bandits, and the scattering of the precious fortune 
in gold dust to the winds by the stupidity of the bandits and 
an ironic jest of the fates. It moves in a straight line, with 
the camera almost always focused on one of the trio. Action 
is implicit, and, without its exposition of ideas, and studied, 
graphic detailing of incidents, it could easily have been just 
another Western adventure story. 

But it’s far more than that. It's a study of the natures 
of men when stripped bare in wild surroundings and by ele- 
mental passions. The tough, case-hardened Dobbs, (Bogart) 
Who has the generous impulse at the start of the trip to donate 
his lottery winnings to finance most of the expedition, under 
the stress of avarice and hardship turns into a mumbling savage 
with a wolf-like grin. Into a brute who whips himself into the 
passion necessary to shoot Curtin, to whom he owes his life. 
Curtin (Tim Holt) also is assailed by the pangs of greed and 
distrust, but his gentler, sturdier character holds firm and he 
emerges from the ordeal of hardship and terrible disappoint- 
mént, purging himself with an unselfish deed, The old pros- 
pector (Walter Huston) has a native wisdom underneath his 
crack-pot leathery facade and a tolerance of the weakness of 
other men that enable him to keep his balance, to accept his 
loss with wild laughter at the grim joke of fate, and to decide 
on a life of peace and simplicity among the Indians.

All of this has much wider implications, if you care to read 
them into it—the animal struggle for survival, the hopes, fears, 
passions, avarice and turmoil, the constant pressure of outside, 
etronger forces disturbing any man’s life, the Christian message 
of salvation in peace, humility and good will. But John Huston 
nes never belabored them. They have to be sensed, There is 
never any artinéss nor pretentiousness. With its absolute real- 
ism, its picturization of dust, heat, sweat, hardship, cold cruelty 
and brutality, it can be taken literally as a gripping, pains- 
takingly drawn drama. But, always, action is employed to 
point up human emotions. Brutality isn’t shown merely for the 
gake of shock, but as a necessary element of the raw life of 
the characters. 

The camera is always fresh in its outlook. There have been 
thousands of fist fights in the movies, but the one in the 
Tampico bar seems real, unstaged. The lens has caught the 
white light and somnolence of Mexican villages, the dignity 
and simplicity of the Indians. Huston’s screenplay, from a 
novel by the mysterious expatriate, B. Traven, is a model of 
its kind. Bogart gives the best performance of his career, 
and the distinguished veteran, Walter Huston, has never limned 

: pertrait. Holt gives a fine, restrained performance and 
! Bedoya as Gold Hat, the bandit, also is memorable.

David Lean’s 
direction is as sensitive and sure as ever, and it is to his credit 
that the people he shows never seem drab, but only intensely

As a starter let us consider the 
simple case when you hold the red 
kings and decide to discard one of 
them, If one of the red queens or 
jacks has been discarded, or you 
have one tied up in a set of three, 
you should, of course, throw. the 
king of that suit. If you know 
nothing about either suit, you 
have a plain ess. 

If the ten of hearts has been 
discarded by your opponent the 
chance that he will be holding the 
queen and jack of that suit in 
walt for the king is infinitesimal, 
If it has been thrown by you, the 
chance is greater, but not enough 
to bother about and you should 
ignore the possibility of the heart 
king being taken for a sequence. 

If you hold the ten of hearts, 
then the king of that suit is 
slightly safer than the diamond 
king. Your opponent may hold 


either queen-jack or queen-jack- 
ten of diamonds; he can hold only 
queen-jack of ‘hearts. : 
However, if you discard the 
king of hearts and your opponent 
takes it, then you are stuck with 
both the ten and the other 
until such time as you discover 
what use is being made of the 
king of hearts. is @ Very

Colds, Pneumonia 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


UESTION: “Will penicillin cure a cold?” 

: The common cold is thought to be caused by a 

virus (a type of living organism much smaller in size than 

bacteria). Penicillin has not been found effective against the 

common cold, It will not prevent a person from getting a cold, 
or any other type of virus infection. 5 

There is one occasion, however, where penicillin may preve 
useful in treating a person who has, or has had, a cold, Fre- 
quently during, or after, this disease the resistance of a 
person may de lowered to such an extent that certain types 
of bacteria which are normally present in the nose and throat, 
and cause no harm, may begin to increase and thrive, This 
results in what ie called secondary infection. An attack of 
bronchitis, ear infection, or sinus infection may follow. If the 
bacteria which is thus growing and thriving happens to be of 
the variety sensitive to penicillin, then this drug may be given. 
In this respect, penicillin is not being used to treat the cold, 

but rather the secondary infection which may follow.

“DOES PNEUMONIA result from exposure to drafts?” 

Preumonia results from specific organisms of a great 
variety of types. The commonest of these is the pneumococcus. 
However, a great array of other kinds of bacteria may also 
cause pneumonia. These are too numerous to mention here. 

A draft does not cause pneumonia, However, a draft, 
particularly of a chilly nature, may lower the resistance of a 
person to such an extent that various organisms, all capable 
of producing this disease, and perhaps all present in the nose 
and throat, suddenly begins to multiply in number. The body 
resistance may not be sufficient to overcome this increase in 
number, and a pneumonia may result. The exact mechanism 
by which all this occurs following exposure to a‘ draft is not 
known. But it quite definitely occurs. Not only that but people 
mo chilled may be more susceptible to similar organisms 
coughed or sneezed by other individuals, or so-called “carriers.” 

The tendency used to be to describe pneumonth as to the 
extent of the process in the lung, such as lobar or broncho- 
pneumonia. Now, however, there is a tendency to describe 
pneumonia from the point of view of the organism which 
causes it, such as pneumococcic pneumonia, streptococcic pneu- 
monia, virus pneumonia and so forth. This is the medically 
preferable description,

This is the observation of 
Madame Victoria Cassan, choreog- 
rapher and dance director who 
has kept hundreds of little St.

Born in England, the possessor 
of the lengthy and lyrical title, of 
the Baroness Victoria Sheffield de 
Cassagne, great-granddaughter of 
the fifth Earl of Portarlington, 
Mme, Cassan’s dancing began 
when she was six years old, a del- 
icate child whose doctor thought 
ballet lessons. would improve her 
health, ' 

“In those days no nice littlé girl 


took ballet dancing,” she said with 
a smile. “It was a thing of the 
devil. But the doctor won out and 
I began with very simple exer- 
cises.” 

After a while her family decided 
she was becoming too fond of 
dancing so they stopped the les- 
sons and sent her to boarding 
school, Deprived of her.toe shoes, 
she still practiced, using her heav- 
lest felt bedroom slippers for toe 
slippers. 

“Then my father died and 
mother wasn’t quite so opposed to 
my dancing she let me go on,” 
she said. 
the first World War was declared 
mother decided to bring us to 
America, Pavlova was also here 
at the time and though mother 
didn’t approve of my continuing 
dancing she took me to see Pav- 
lova for advice as to a teacher.” 

The result of the interview was 
that the young ballerina became 
part of Pavlova's company for a 
six-weeks’ trial tour to Cuba. For- 
tunately the company went on to 
South America and’ by the time 
she returned 15 months later, her 
mother was won over to her danc- 
ing career, 

“When I went to Pavlova,” she 
recalled, “I had been to some of 
the finest schools in England and 
France. My mother, who died re- 
cently, was a marvelous person 
and her idea was that training a 
child’s character was as impor- 
tant as his mind. Yet when we 
returned from the tour, mother 
and I ran into Mme. Pavlova in 
front of A 10-cent store—she loved 
them—and she said to mother, 
‘How do you find your girl when 
I bring her back?’ Mother said, 
Madame, she has received an edu- 
cation from you that she could

“And it was true. Pavlova

She told us we could not be artists, 
we were too young, but according 
to the way you lived you could 
become an artist by 45. She gave 
us a kind of inner strength and 
poise, taught us to be natura“, to 
like everyone we met. There was 
none of this high-falutin stuff 
about certain types or certain sets.

H ences in her world tours with 
Pavlova, oddly enough, had 
nothing to do with the theater, 
Mme. Cassan recalls. The three 
outstanding were visits to the art 
museums in Cairo and in Madrid, 
and a trip to the Taj Mahal which 
Pavlova arranged as her Christ- 
mas gift to the company ‘when 
they were in India.

Mme. Cassan gave up her ambition 
to be the greatest dancer in the

today. I watched Pavlova’s Swan 
almost every night for years, and 
there was one point where she 
turned her back to the audience 
and moved to the back of the 
stage. I knew what to expect 
and yet each time I would shiver. 
I would swear each time that I 
wouldn’t let it affect me and yet 
it would; it was something 30 
beautiful and unearthly.” 

At Mme. Pavlova’s suggestion, 
Mme, Cassan taught one summer 
at a school in Asheville, N.C., 
then returned with the company 
to Japan. After her marriage to 
Robert Lewes-Burridge, she took 
a teaching position with Jessie 
Bonstelle, theatrical producer, at 
the Detroit Civic Theater. When 
her son was born, she decided to 
retire completely, gave away her 


Taylor School, In her spare time 
she likes to listen to music, read 
biography and philosophy, and 
loves pictures and sculptures 
which she can relate to her work. 

The four choreographies she 
will present, to music under the 
director of Vladimir Golschmann, 
played by the symphony, reflect 
the stages of a woman's life, start- 
ing with “the freshness of young 
girls when they have that idyllic 
feeling toward life, before they're 
beaten down.”

Pupils of Mme. Cassan have ap- 
peared in the Municipal Opera, 
“Bloomer Girl,” “Song of Nor- 
way” and numerous other shows, 
and one of the 18 appearing in 
the fashion show, pretty Susan 
Scott, has danced in several 
Broadway shows and on USO 
tours around the world. While 
Mme. Cassan is pleased to see her 
pupils win recognition, she ad- 
mits she usually preaches the su- 
periority of love over career to 
her young dancers. 

“T always remember talking to 
Mme. Paviova shortly after my 
son was born,” she said, “when 
she told me she would have ex- 
changed all her fame and career 
for one child. Whether she really 
meant it I don’t know but that’s 
the way I feel about it, Marriage 
and children are for women. Ca- 
reers are wonderful—for men.“ 


Burden on 
Custodians 


Of Schools

E VERY properly are raising 
W the salaries of teachers. But 

it looks as though we have 
overlooked some very important 
workers in the schools—people 
who make it possible for teachers 
to work comfortably, who keep 
the building clean and take care 
of the heating, water, and the 
general sanitary conditions. Many 
of them throughout the country 
are underpaid, and their needs 
neglected. 

The cleaners have too much to 
do in some schools. More help 
is needed. One woman to a floor 
of from 10 to 15 rooms is not 
enough help to maintain a high 
standard of cleanliness, Rooms 
are used all day long in some 
schools, and on the heels of the 
day sessions come the night 
schools, Constant use of the 
school facilities makes constant 
care essential and sufficient work- 


ers necessary. | 
N * * * 


SOME of the work must be 
done while classes are in session. 
The halls and stairs have to be 
cleaned when they are not in use, 
during the brief periods between 
classroom changes, recesses, dis- 
missals and the other school rou- 
tines. There are the windows, the 
toilets, the yards. Only the work- 
ers in thee schools know of the 
multitude of duties that press 
upon the hour, fhow little time is 
allowed for them, and how little 
money is granted for the service. 

Cleanliness of the schools is im- 
perative. Dirty schoolrooms, il - 
kept halls and stairways, befouled 
toilets are a danger to the health 
both physical and spiritual of 
the children and teachers, We 
must have clean schools, and for 
that we must pay decent wages 
to the workers.

THE RURAL SCHOOLS do not 
have sufficient help, and in many 
such schools there are conditions 
that are shocking to anyone who 
knows the meaning of cleanliness. 
Waste is scattered about the 
yards, obscene words scrawled-— 
even cut—into the fences, Build- 
ings need new roofs, new toilets, 
and a coat of paint. 

If mothers knew about the dirt 
in the schools, especially in the 
toilets, they would be horrified. 
Their home bathrooms are im- 
maculate, They have never given 
a thought to those in.the schools. 
This ig a job for the parents’ or- 


ganizations, 


The first need is efficient, well- 
paid helpers. Given these, they 
will attend to the sanitary condi- 
tions of the building. Teachers 
and parents, when adjusting the 
salaries of the teaching staff, 
must at the same time adjust the 
salaries of the custodians who 
make possible cleanliness in the 
buildings—city and country alike.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6 

T ISN’T often that an unworthy 

man has an opportunity to help

that they must always be op 
to each other. This seems to me 
almost as stupid as to say that, 
because we have always settled 
everything by force, we must con- 
tinue always to have wars.

HOWEVER, a few people have 

made great strides in the field of 
labor relations. Anyone who read 
a recent speech made by Max 
Meyer of the garment industry, 
before the American Medical As- 
sociation’s Congress on Industrial 
Health, must have had a feeling 
that a blueprint was being un- 
rolled before their eyes. 

Meyer pointed out the way in 


which intelligent employers of 
good will could control others in 
their industry who were not quite 
so anxious to do well, and with 
intelligent labor leadership, could 
achieve astounding results in co- 
operation in one great industry.

“Although the 
question of health insurance and 


welfare objectives for workers is 


an old story in my industry, the

The chapter of anti-social behavior 
in many sectors of this key indus- 
try is far too long and most 
shameful. The bloody battles in

Make sweet roll dough, using 
one cup scalded milk. When luke- 


warm, add one half cake com- 


pressed yeast crumbled in one 


rok fourth cup water to soften. Add 


one and one fourth cups all-pur- 
pose flour, beat hard, then add 


two tablespoons melted shortening 


and one half teaspoon salt, one 
fourth cup sugar and one small 
egg, beaten. Again beat thor- 
oughly. Work in about two cups 
more of all-purpose flour. Knéaa 
until smooth and elastic. Cover 
and let rise until double in bulk— 
about one and one fourth hours. 
Roll out in circular form to fit 
into inch pie plate, having dough 
thinner in bottom of plate and 
thicker at rim like ple crust. Peel 
onions, slice very thin. Saute 
them in the butter until soft. 
Cool. Beat flour and eggs to- 
gether. Arrange onions in pie. 
Pour egg mixture over top, 
spi'nkle with salt, nutmeg and 
cheese. Bake in a moderately 
hot oven (400 degrees) from 30 
to 35 minutes. Have bacon broilea 
until golden and crisp. Crumble 
and sprinkle over top the last 
five minutes of cooking. Serve 
hot.
